SAN DIEGO — “‘It seems unreal, but 
it is almost a year since we dreamed a 
dream...it is a time to celebrate where we. 
have come in a_ year...a time of 
gratitude...a time of wonder as we think 
about what has happend to so many of us 
in these months,’’ said Msgr. John A. 
Dickie at a bi-lingual Sunday afternoon 
Vespers service Oct. 1. 


After a year of preparation that 
involved 5,000 people in almost all of the 
parishes of the diocese, RENEW will 
begin Oct. 9 with between 25,000 and 
30,000 people in small groups, said Msgr. 
Dickie, head of diocesan RENEW.

Donovan parents: 
Three years later...

SAN DIEGO — Nearly three years 
ago, Jean Donovan, a 27-year-old 
American lay missionary, and _ three 
American Sisters, were murdered and 
dumped in a common grave in El 
Salvador. 


Although no one has been brought to 
trial for the crime and Congress still 
certifies that human rights have improved 
enough to justify continued U.S. military 
aid to'the tiny Central American country, 
there are at least two people who will not 
let the issue die. 


JEAN’S PARENTS, Ray and Pat 
Donovan, still accept speaking 
engagement requests throughout the 
country. They spoke at San Diego State 
University and at Our Mother of 
Confidence Church Sept. 29. 

They spoke about their daughter and of 
their personal odyssey — one of 
increasing belief in God and a decreasing 
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ABOUT 10,000 persons attended the 
Mass. Ceremonies began with a 
procession at 9:30 a.m. (1:30 a.m. PDT) 
from the Vatican’s Apostolic Palace, 
through the Holy Door of St. Peter’s, and 
up to the Altar of the Confession at the 
center of the basilica within the towering 
Bernini columns. 


Testifying to the universality: of the 
occasion, marked by participation of 
bishops from throughout the world, the 
Mass was offered in several different 
languages, including Latin, German, 
Spanish, English, French and Polish. 


The pope delivered his brief homily in . 


Italian. In it he spoke of the history of 
conflict between good and evil in the 
world, citing both the struggle of the 
angels at creation and the division 
between good and evil which individuals 
feel within themselves. 


“IT WOULD be very difficult to find 
a more fundamental theme for the work 
of the synod. A more evangelical theme. 
More apostolic. A more urgent theme,”’ 
he said.

BAY PARK — The Second Vatican 
Council gave Catholics a ‘‘radical,’’ not 
“‘cosmetic’’ call ‘‘to renew the life of the 
Church,”’ a priest told more than 600 
laity, clergy and Religious who attended 
an all-day workshop on RENEW liturgy 
planning. 

Sulpician Father Eugene Walsh, an 
author and liturgist, led the workshop at 
St. Mary Magdalene Church hall. It was 
sponsored by the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. 


THE CHANGES mandated 20 years 
ago by the Second Vatican Council were 
not ‘‘haphazard or whimsical,’’ he 
added. ‘‘Vatican II has given us a clear, 
straight on, undeniable mandate to 
change.’’ Because Vatican II is part of the 
magisterium of the Church, ‘‘you cannot 
ignore it,’’ he noted. 


Vatican II, the 72-year-old priest said, 
called for the Church to reform and renew 
itself. However, the Council brought 
nothing new into the Church, he said. 


“What Vatican II really did was 
restore to our times some of the most life- 
giving tradition that had been lost. The 
most accurate word for what happened in 
Vatican II was ‘restoration.’ ”’ 


THE GREATEST message of the 
landmark council was, ‘“The Church is 
above all God’s people,’’ Father Walsh 
said. If you belong to the Church family,

Briefs 


IN DECLINE — Catholics today have a 
‘‘diminished sense of sin’’ so they think about 
sin less than they used to, said Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago, one of six U.S. 
delegates at the world Synod of Bishops. The 
synod began in Rome Sept. 29 with the theme 
‘‘Reconciliation and Penance in the Mission of 
the Church.’’ Cardinal Bernardin said the 
sacrament of reconciliation is in decline all 
over the world, a fact he and the other 
delegates will address during the synod. 

‘TEACHING HATRED’ — President 
Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines accused 
Filipino Catholic schools of teaching anti- 
government hatred. ‘‘The teachers and even 
nuns and priests in the Catholic schools are 
teaching the children hatred, hatred against 
Marcos, hatred against the government,”’ 
Marcos said Sept. 25. The statement was the 
harshest speech in the current crisis, observers 
said. Cardinal Jaime Sin of Manila said the 
charge about teachers is not true. 

STILL ALIVE? — Two new messages 
from a group that says it kidnapped Emanuela 
Orlandi, a 15-year-old Vatican City resident, 
claim that the girl is still alive and is being held 
in Italy. The messages said five people were 
involved in the abduction, which was carried 
out with the aid of a ‘‘friendly person.’’ The 
group warned that unless papal assailant 
Mehmet Ali Agca was released by Oct. 30, 
‘the sentence will be carried out.” 

TALKS — The papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, met with Paul H. 
Nitze, the chief U.S. negotiator at the Geneva, 
Switzerland peace talks on reducing nuclear 
missiles. The one-hour meeting was private. 
As is customary, neither the Vatican nor Nitze 
released information about the meeting. 

CENSORSHIP? — The Minnesota State 
Arts Board voted unanimously to dismiss 
proposals by the state Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights to stop public 
funding of organizations which allegedly 


attack minority groups. The voice vote 
followed several board members’ statements 
that it would put the board on the road to 
censorship — a road, member Phillip Brunelle 
said, ‘‘whose end cannot be seen.’’ The 
League proposal came after it protested what it 
called an anti-Catholic play, Haunted by the 
Holy Ghost, produced by a theater that had 
board funding. 

ON THE ROAD? — Pope John Paul 
sparked new speculation over a possible 1984 
papal trip to South Korea and other countries 
of the Far East when he approved the 
canonization of 100 Korean martyrs and then 
announced no set date for the canonizations. 
He also approved the canonization of the first 
native Korean priest and two French 
missionaries to Korea. 

P.P. $ O.K.’D — Planned Pacnithosd will 
be allowed to remain in the Combined Federal 
Campaign, a federal employees charitable 
drive, despite opposition from pro-lifers. 
Planned Parenthood got a reprieve from its 
removal from the campaign when a federal 
judge overturned its expulsion and the Justice 
Department said it would comply with the 
judge’s directions. Fourteen members of 
Congress had opposed the judge’s decision, 
saying the government should fight the 
inclusion of Planned Parenthood in the drive. 

BISHOPS VS. GOV’T — A section on 
abortion in two catechism texts has pitted 
Spain’s Roman Catholic bishops against the 
nation’s 10-month-old Socialist government. 
Education Ministry officials banned the use of 
200,000 copies of catechisms prepared by 
Catholic education specialists for ‘ifth and 
sixth graders. The books repeated Church 
teaching against abortion. A government 
official said the books were withdrawn because 
the Church had failed, to submit them for 
government approval. 

APPOINTED — Father Joseph Pittau, one 
of two men chosen by Pope John Paul II to 
head the Jesuit order for the two years prior to 
the. recent election of Father Peter-Hans 
Kolvenbach, will be one of Father 
Kolvenbach’s general counselors. Jesuit 
constitutions require the superior general to 
name at least two other general counselors to

GREATER STATUS — Pope John Paul II 
is willing to give decisions of the world Synod 
of Bishops binding ‘‘juridical authority,’’ said 
Archbishop Jozef Tomko, synod secretary 
general. Doing so would increase the status of 
the synod and expand the practice of 
collegiality in the Church. The synod, a 
gathering of representatives of the world’s 
bishops, has only advisory powers unless the 
pope grants it decision-making power. 
CERTIFICATION — Legislation 
extending for at least another year the 
requirement that President Reagan 
periodically certify human rights progress in El 
Salvador was approved by the House Sept. 30. 
CHURCH CENTER — In what many 
regard as a major first step forward in 
ecumenism, Scotland’s Presbyterians: and 
Roman Catholics have opened a joint church 
center in Aberdeen. The building, named 
after St. Columba, the sixth-century 
missionary honored for fostering Christianity 
in Scotland, will house a congregation of the 


Church of Scotland (Presbyterian) and a 
Roman Catholic parish, a vestry and a 
meeting hall. 


INDICTMENTS NEAR — With a hint 
that indictments are forthcoming, the Italian 
judge investigating an alleged international 
conspiracy in the May 1981 attack on Pope 
John Paul II said his investigation is nearly 
over. Speaking to reporters in Rome, Judge 
Ilario Martella remarked,. ‘‘I think that I will 
be able to conclude the investigation in a 
couple of months, after which I will refer the 
legal proceedings to Public Minister Francesco 


_ Albano for the bill of indictment.”’ 


UNSATISFACTORY — South Africa’s 
Catholic bishops oppose a proposed new 
national constitution which calls for limited 
sharing of power with Colored (racially mixed) 
and Indian citizens but excludes the nation’s 
17 million black majority. The bishops said the 
constitution, drafted by the white-minority 
government, was “‘not a satisfactory step on 
the road to peace.’’

People have a personal responsibility to 
protect their health, Canada’s bishops 
declared in a recent pastoral. And the 
message of a Sept. 20 health and fitness 
seminar sponsored by the Ministry to 
Priests Center was that many lifestyles 
directly lead to an early grave. 


More than a dozen priests and their 
housekeepers from throughout the diocese 
attended the workshop. Many of the 
women shook their heads knowingly 
when Suzanne Weeks, a_ registered 
dietician from Scripps Hospital, said 
healthy diets should include no more than 
two eggs a week and two servings of red 
meat per week. 


PRIESTS, SOME of whom were 
described as ‘‘meat and potatoes men,”’ 


probably would have a hard time 
swallowing some of Mrs. Weeks’ 
suggestions — a banana a day, two 


tablespoons of bran sprinkled each day 
onto breakfast cereal or applesauce, and 
an ‘‘omelette’’ of vegetables, several egg 
whites, one yolk and a dash of yellow food 
coloring cooked and ae into wheat 


pita bread. 


“How would you go about changing a 
man’s diet?’’ one listener asked Mrs. 
Weeks. She suggested giving him books 
and information on nutrition to point out 
the errors of his ways. 


Earlier in the day the priests and cooks 
learned about health concerns in a 
presentation by Dr. Louis Schwartz, an 
internist at Scripps Hospital. His talk 
confirmed a point made in the Canadian 
bishops’ September statement: many 
illnesses are ‘‘a direct consequence of our 
lifestyle.’’ 


HE HIT the group with some sobering 
facts about the three major causes of 
death for adults — arteriosclerosis, cancer 
and chemical (tobacco, alcohol and street 
drugs) abuse. 


CORONADO — Msgr. William E.

Insight into the cause of arteriosclerosis 
(commonly known as hardening of the 
arteries) was gained after the Korean 
conflict when the bodies of 300 American 
combat victims were autopsied. The 


- average age of the subjects was 22. 


Seventy-seven percent had the disease, 
but of 100 Koreans who were studied, 
none showed any signs of the disease. 


The young men with the disease had in 
high in 
cholesterol — the substance that narrows 
and sometimes blocks arteries. In the 30 
years since the landmark study, it has 
been shown that hardening of the arteries 
is caused by a high intake of saturated fats 
(cholesterol), high blood pressure and 
excessive smoking. “‘We would not have 
the disease anymore if cholesterol levels 
were down to 200 mg., blood pressures 
were normal and we quit smoking,’’ Dr. 
Schwartz said.

Women, he said ‘‘need and desire to 
experience, in every sphere of life and 
activity, that radical equality with its 
consequent rights and duties, which God 
intended all people, male and female, to 
have.”’ 


But equality ‘‘is unfortunately not 
always respected,’’ the cardinal said. 


HE CITED as examples the crime of 
rape and the ‘‘feminization of poverty,”’ 
a phenomenon in which women’s poverty 
is aggravated by discriminatory hiring 
procedures. 


The Church also should open up more 
roles to women, he said. 


He noted that the revised Code of 
Canon Law has made a number of 
changes which acknowledge women’s 
talents and dignity. 

‘“‘IN ALMOST every diocese, both at 
the level of the diocese and the parish, lay 
women and men, on an equal basis, are 
playing a much more active role in the life 
of the Church,”’ he said. 


“Still more needs to be done,’’ he 
continued, “‘both to open up to women 
various areas which traditionally have 
been male-dominated and to clarify some 
of the problematic matters which have 
arisen.”’ 

He said that he would consult with 
especially women, in 
writing the letter but admitted “‘it is 


hardly realistic to expect that everyone 
will be in agreement.’”’ 

BISHOP FRANK J. Harrison of 
Syracuse has eupipyed establishment of a 


Diocesan Commission on Women in 
Church and Society. 

The commission is intended to 
“‘facilitate the full recognition of women 
as persons in. our Church and in our 
society,’’ according to the commission’s 
statement of direction.

Teachers deserve encouragement 


Another school year has begun. Across the country 
millions of children have returned to their classrooms 
— some eagerly, some sadly — to resume the learning 
process which it is hoped will make them literate, 
productive adult members of our society. 


During the months ahead much attention 
undoubtedly will be focused on the nation’s public 
schools, in the wake of the recent presidential 
commission report which was highly critical of the - 
school system and a “‘rising tide of mediocrity.”’ 


Immediately following the issuance of the 
commission’s report, much of the blame for the 
alleged deficiencies of the schools came to rest on the 
teaching profession. 


However, it seems evident to this observer that 
teachers, as a whole, have taken a bum rap for the 
publicized ills of the system. They are being made 
scapegoats for a situation not actually of their making. 

While the negative attention is focused on the 
public school system, we must realize that be they 
public or Catholic, teachers today are trying to do 
their job under severe handicaps. They are forced to 
deal with social problems unknown to their 
predecessors, and in many cases, to fight a battle 
against unreasonable expectations and even public 
hostility or apathy. 


In times past, teachers could count on the support 
of parents in their efforts to instill knowledge in their 
pupils. Parents supervised their children’s study 
habits, insisted that they do their homework, backed 
up the teachers in disciplinary matters. 


Nowadays, many fathers and mothers are so 


,~ “-wrapped up in their own interests that they pay little 


or no attention to how their children are doing in 
school. ; 


Teachers in both the public system and our own 
Catholic system, in these enlightened times, have to 
cope with the problem of children coming to class 
under the influence of drugs or alcohol. Testimony at 
a recent congressional hearing painted a frightening 
picture of the widespread use of drugs and alcohol by 
school children as young as six and seven years of age. 


Teachers who once exercised supreme authority in 


their classrooms are now, in some areas, subjected to - 


verbal and even physical abuse by students because 
principals and school boards abdicated control by 
refusing to enforce discipline. 


Although there may well be some _ ineffective 
teachers within both the public and Catholic systems, 
the majority are able, dedicated and hardworking 
professionals who do not deserve to have a finger 
pointed at them when causes are sought for the 
failures cited by the presidential commission. 


Teachers should have the appreciation and support 
of all in their efforts to bring knowledge — and a love 
of knowledge — to the young people who will one day 
be the leaders of our country.

Family comes first 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — An increasing focus on the comfort 
of the individual rather than on the good of the family is 
threatening modern society, said Pope John Paul II. 


The pontiff, known for his continual attention to the 
importance of family life, listed what he called ‘“‘certain 
contemporary trends that seem to threaten the stability, if not the 
very existence of the family.”’ 


Among such trends, the pope said, were ‘‘a shift of emphasis 
toward the comfort of the individual over the well-being of the 
family as society’s basic social unit, increasing divorce rates, 
attitudes of sexual permissiveness, and the suggestion that other 
types of relationships can replace marriage and the family.”’ 


‘‘We simply cannot accept the contemporary pursuit of 
exaggerated convenience and comfort, for as Christians we must 
heed the vigorous exhortation of St. Paul, ‘Do not conform 
yourselves to this age’ ’’ (Rom. 12:2), he said. 


The number of couples successfully using methods of natural 
family planning is constantly growing, said the pope, “‘but much 
more concerted effort is needed.’’ ; 


In commenting on the unacceptability of premarital and 
extramarital sex, the pope said, ‘‘Sexual love is truly human only 
if it is an integral part of the love by which a man and a woman 
commit themselves totally to one another until death.’’

A lesson in peace 


It was a warm sunny day in mid-August. Anne was walking 
with her four young children, who were chatting excitedly, 
anticipating their visit with Grandmother. Then a car, out of 
control because the IRA terrorist driver had been shot, left the 
road and veered onto the sidewalk. The screams of her babies 
mercifully faded as Anne slipped into unconsciousness. Waking 
to a world of pain and grief, the young mother spent weeks on a 
life-support machine and months learning to walk again. She 
struggled to accept the fact that three of her children were dead. 


The life of Anne’s sister — Mairead — changed that day, too. 
Born in Northern Ireland 32 years ago, Mairead understood why 
so many people in her community retaliated with violence. She 
learned, too, that violence always begets violence and, as in the 
case of her sister’s family, there are always innocent victims as 
well. 

On the day the children were buried, Mairead met with 
another young woman who felt as she: the violence must stop. 
That day in 1976 Mairead began to speak out against violence. It 
was not easy. She was physically and verbally attacked — the 


* Protestant paramilitary accusing her of being an IRA dupe, the 


IRA calling her a British agent, the British saying she was at best 
naive, at worse an agitator. 

Today the violence still continues; indeed it is as if the 
countryside is given over to psychotics whose murdering has 
become even more perverse, Mairead says. But she continues to 
speak out; she continues to work for peace and knows that every 
time she condemns an act of violence she is a target herself for 
terrorists on both sides. 


She admits there are times when she is tempted to leave the 
peace movement. ‘‘But then I think of Anne, my own children. I 
remember that every person has to make a commitment to non- 
violence...I have no compassion for acts of murder and they 
ARE murderers, the UVF and the IRA.”’ And she continued, “‘I 
would say to Irish-Americans that they are putting money into 
buying guns to kill Irish children on the streets of Belfast. If they 
want to kill, don’t pay the IRA to do it for them. They should 
come...do their own killing...We’ve got to face the truth at last, 
and stop the lies.”’ 

Yes, Mairead, we’ve all got to face the truth and stop the lies 
— not only in Northern Ireland but in Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
the Philippines, Lebanon and everywhere!

Bread of love, not stony heart 


One of the sadder realities of parish life is the inter- 


faction conflict that juts up to trip us from time to time. 


One feels that at least churchy communities should be free 
of the nastiness and jealousy that mar so much of life in 
other spheres — after all that is what Christianity is 
about, isn’t it? But alas! 


One of the more fortunate aspects of parish life is that 
we are constantly reminded that only. the loving and 
forgiving heart can hope to find God. And so, every now 
and again, there is a move towards reconciliation and a 
genuine effort to heal breaches and ford bridges and grow 
into Christlike unity. I was reminded of this last week 


when a friend pointed out the change she had noticed in a. 


person who had caused a great deal of trouble at one time 
through a violent and vindictive tongue — to the point of 
polarizing the parish in which they both lived. 


SHE ATTRIBUTED the change for the better to the 
efforts of several other parishioners to reach out to this 
person with warm, accepting friendship, going beyond 
forgiveness to love, when it would have been ‘‘only 
human’’ to retaliate in kind or simply ignore the other. It 
is not easy to forgive people the harm they do, but 
through forgiveness we can free ourselves from any effect 
of that harm and at the same time free the other person 
from the need to preserve defenses against our 
unforgivingness and possible rejection.

Test tube babies — 


In January of 1982, Dr. Leroy Walters, director of the 
bio-ethics center at Georgetown University’s Kennedy 
Center (Washington, D.C.) addressed the question of in 
vitro fertilization. Dr. Walters indicated that certain 
questions do remain about the whole issue, but the use of 
in vitro fertilization is morally acceptable. ; 


He affirmed that as long as the method is used to help 
couples who could not otherwise have children because of 
reproductive system deficiencies, the method itself should 
not be considered part of a pro-abortion mentality. 


SPECIFICALLY, Dr. Walters said: ‘‘I think the 
practice of using in vitro fertilization and embryonic 
transfer is ethically compatible with the view that we 
ought to protect the embryo from the moment of 
fertilization.”’ : 


Walters makes a significant point in this whole issue, 
related to a concern expressed in the fourth article of this 
series: that several ova should not be fertilized at the same 
time, and the unused ones discarded. 


We noted in the first article that Elizabeth Carr was the 
first test tube baby born in the United States (December 
28, 19871). The physicians assisting at this birth 


Sometimes we are quite willing to ‘‘cut off our nose to 
spite our face’’ and refuse forgiveness and friendship 
primarily to punish and in that way we open ourselves to 
the full impact of the harm we have been decrying. It isa 
hard fact that when we try to hurt others, we hurt 
ourselves far more, in one way or another. On the other 
hand, when we free them by our forgiveness to be better, 
happier people, we also free ourselves. 


In discussion, one day, we posed the question of which 
Scriptural admonition — or admonitions — would best 
help people live out their Christian vocation. “Love one 
another’’ was the first and obvious choice, but we agreed 
that the idea of Love required some further explication, 
the word having been misused and abused deplorably. 


PERHAPS IT would be better to quote Matthew 5:24: 
“If you bring your offering to the altar and remember 
that your brother has something against you,’ —.(or, 
presumably you against him) — ‘‘leave your offering, go 
and be reconciled to him first, and then come back and 
present your offering.”’ If that were taken to heart, any 
inter-parish conflict would be resolved before anyone 
dared enter into the presence of the Blessed Sacrament, 
let alone receive the Eucharist! And yet it is all too evident 
that many hatreds and envies are carried into the Mass 
and along the communion line-up! 


Another Scriptural comment that hurts where it should 
is, ‘‘If there is one among you without sin let him/her cast 
the first stone.’’ That should take care of any attempts at 


A middle way? 


Looking at these two sides of theology from our vantage 
point, there are a variety of opinions on how they 
developed side by side and yet separately. The first theory 
held that monastic theology came from the countryside, 
where cloistered theologians dwelt away from life’s 
mainstream. The theology of schools arose in the cities 
‘and reflected the social revolution taking place. This is too 
simple. It is a Marxist reading of history, that is, the 12th 


century was a case of oppressors (nobles and feudal lords, 


some abbots), and the oppressed, the peasantry. 

Another view believes the explanation is in the sources 
they used. In the cloisters, extracts from Scripture and 
selected anthologies from the Fathers, not always well 
chosen, were read. In the schools and towns Scripture was 
more the text. This opinion also doesn’t explain enough. 
Monastic theology was contemplative, but it helped in the 
living experience of monastery life. Monks were called to 
personal meditation on_ selected Scriptures, with 
theological reflection stemming from daily life. Yet 
liturgy, devotion were primary in the monastery, the 
monk’s imagination allowed him to dwell on the richness 
of Christian symbols.

A NUMBER of contemporary moral theologians 
generally follow the line of thinking enunciated by Dr. 
Walters. They evaluate in vitro fertilization as morally 
acceptable, while recognizing that some questions are still 
outstanding. These authors (e.g., Bernard Haring and 
Charles Curran) argue that the concern of Pope Pius XII 
about sexual intimacy is a valuable insight but we must 
recognize that there is more than one way that the unitive 
and procreative spheres of sexuality can be kept together. 


In other words, the in vitro process should not be viewed 
as a “‘replacement’’ for sexual intercourse, but rather asa 
‘form of completion”? of it. As one author writes, ‘“Some 
married couples have a deep desire for children but are 
unable to conceive. Science can support the loving and 
natural ambitions of the couple to produce new life.”’ 


It is evident that the theological community generally 


evaluates in vitro fertilization as morally acceptable as long 


as certain criteria are present: 


FIRST: the married couple truly desire a child and are 
unable to achieve this hope because of some deficiency in 
the reproductive system. 


Second: the proocess must be done in such a way that 
only one ovum is fertilized and implanted in the mother. 


masonry in the parking lot! We cannot avoid the 
implications of these directives in the same way as we 
equivocate over ‘‘love.’’ In Scripture there is none of the 
current nonsense about ‘‘loving but not liking,’’ and 
other evasions. We either love or we do not, and if we do 
that includes refraining from judgement, holding 
grudges, gossiping, scandalmongering and the whole 
gamut of accusatory, punitive and excommunicating 
attitudes so dear to our faltering self-esteem, and 
emphasizes compassion, understanding — or at least an 
attempt at it — and acceptance. 


And in case we might be tempted to a pleasant ego- 
tickling attitude of ‘‘holier than thou’’ when we forgive 
and reach out in love, we might remember that it is, ‘“Not 
I, but Christ in me’’ who makes it possible to do so, and 
that we are doing no more than our Christian vocation 
calls us to do. 


MANY, MANY of our questions would be resolved 
and many, many of our hurts deflected if we spent more 
time reading the Scriptures as letters to ourselves and 
applying, not to some defunct society and long dead 
people, but to the situations in which we found ourselves 
each day. They are meant to be taken very seriously, as a 
manual for living, with trouble-shooting advice to meet all 
eventualities and that requires our acceptance that they 
are written by an Expert who is more than familiar with 
our particular model! 


IT WAS NOT quite the same in the schools. Theology 
there was pastoral (not in the exact sense as today). The 
school masters asked questions of the students who, in 
turn, queried him. These were concerned with Christian 
morality, ‘‘How does the Christian man live in the world, 
and what is the scriptural basis and theological reasoning 
to justify that position?’’ Problems were raised about 
marriage, virtue and vice, the scandals to be avoided, love 
and sexuality. Views were discussed and opinions given. 


Such theology was constantly modified by a living” ~ 


situation in the world’s daily life. As one author said: ‘The 
world of the schools was the world of reform.’’ 


Is that today’s debate? One group believes the 
Religious vows, in the light of Vatican II, demand that 
the Religious be concerned and involved with the poor, 
the needy, the powerless. The traditional viewpoint holds, 
‘Yes, but first develop your own personal spiritual life, 
live together in communal witness. This will become an 
inspiration to the laity to assume charge of their own 
world and lives.’? There must be a middle way.

Third: the process sustains the values taught by Pius 
XII by creating another “‘form’’ to marital sexual 
intimacy. ; 


FOURTH: the male seed is attained in a manner in 
which the husband’s primary intention is to produce 
semen for the fertilization of his wife’s ovum.

Throughout this series, certain nagging problems have 
arisen which seem inseparable from in vitro fertilization. 
What are they? 


FIRST: There is the disturbing question of zygote 
loss. Dr. Steptoe estimated, e.g., that he had failed to 
achieve embryo transfer with around 200 fertilized ova 
before succeeding with Mrs. Brown. Are these zygote 
losses really miniabortions. I reiterate here the Church’s 
teaching that human life is present from the moment of 
fertilization. Human life is at stake then. 


Candidly, some authors raise serious question about 
whether or not human life is present at this moment. To 
these authors I think that we must say that moral 
prudence at least dictates that life always enjoy the benefit 
of any doubt a person might have about its existence. 


Moral rightness cannot be identified with cultural 
tolerance or legal immunity.

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Reaching out 


It is now an overworked cliche, the 
saying of Marshal McLuhan back in the 
sixties that ‘‘the medium is the 

. Mmessage.”’ And it is coming true in 
many parts of the world in a missionary 
sense. Years ago priests and religious 
went from older countries to the ‘‘new’’ 
countries to carry the Word, the 
message. Sometimes they went as part 
of a colonization program. Now we have 
missionaries from those countries going 
out to carry the Word still further. They 
are the medium and the message — the 
message of witness, the medium of 
transmitting the Gospel. 


‘Institutes’ or centers of missionary 
outreach are a growing phenomenon of 
the Third World. 

In Latin America there is the Institute 
of Foreign Missions of Yarumal, founded 
in Colombia in 1927,. and the Institute 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe, founded in 
Mexico in 1949. In 1966 Brazil entered 
the missionary field and mission 
outreaches started in Argentina. 

In Asia the Church in India has two

such institutes: one named after the 
beloved Jesuit missionary St. Francis 
Xavier, very much centered on Goa, and 
the other is the Indian Missionary 
Society. In the Philippines a mission 
society was founded in 1965 and the 
Vietnmese Missionary Society started in 
1973. Korea came into the field in 
1977. 


In Africa the missionary Institute of 
the Apostles of Jesus — Africa’s first 
— started in 1968, later to be followed 
by the Society of St. Paul in Nigeria in 
1977. Angola is starting its missionary 
society while churches in Uganda, 
Zaire, Tanzania and Burundi have sent 
missionaries to other lands. 


So the receivers of the Word become 
its carriers, following the traditions of 
2,000 years.

In an interview for the PBS 
film about Miss Donovan, Roses in 
December; he remembered the school girl 
as ‘‘a conventional Catholic’? who had 
her Christianity ‘“‘worked out without 
personalized meaning.’’ 

Father Crowley helped her understand 
the ‘‘calling’’ Miss Donovan said she felt 
for overseas missionary work. It was that 
belief that’ she was doing exactly what 
Christ wanted her to do that prevented 
her from leaving. strife-torn Central 
America when she knew her life was in 
danger, she said in letters to friends. 


After Miss Donovan’s death, her 
mother took a similar journey of faith. ‘‘I 
think I was kind of the way Father 
Michael Crowley described Jean — a 
practicing Catholic but not touched to the 
core,’’ she said. 

SHE ‘‘CLUCK-clucked”’ about social 
concerns and sent money to some 
charities, but for the most part she “‘had 
to get faith the hard way. My faith has 
probably grown due to my daughter. It’s 
hard not to have your faith grow when 
you had a daughter with as much faith as 
Jean had,”’ she said.

When Jean died, Mrs. Donovan 
“‘raged against heaven,’’ even though “‘I 
knew Jean was in heaven. I was and still 
am feeling sorry for myself.’’

Donovan’s initial anger dissipated and 
now, she told the audience, ‘‘I am so very 
grateful He let me be Jean’s mom for 27 
years.”’ : 


The Donovans, who are former 
‘‘conservative Republicans,’’ have 
considerably less faith in the U.S. 


government in the wake of the shootings. 
WHEN THEIR daughter announced 


she was going to El Salvador, they had to 
look it up on a map. But since her death, 


_ they have educated themselves on Central 


America and on U.S. relations there. 


The Reagan administration 
misunderstands the Central American 
situation and therefore, its policies work 
against what it hopes to accomplish, Mr: 
Donovan said. 


“Tt is not Russia, Cuba or Nicaragua 
that is the cause’’ of revolution in Central 
America, he said, ‘‘but injustice, 
brutality and hunger.”’ 


REAGAN ‘‘INSISTS on a military 
solution’’ and sends advisers, equipment 
and money to El Salvador, Mr. Donovan 
said. ‘‘The policy of our government is 
not fighting Communism but pushing the 
people of Central America into the 
Communist camp,’’ he added. 


Most of the people there know little 
about America, except that they are being 
shot and killed with arms and 
ammunition supplied by the United 
States, Mr. Donovan said. 


The Donovans are not pleased with the 
government’s attitude toward the slayings 
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Remember Oct. 23

of the four U.S. citizens. Right after the 
bodies were found President Reagan sent 
a three-man fact-finding group to El 
Salvador. The Donovans doubt the 
accuracy of the findings of the group. 

ARCHBISHOP ARTURO Rivera 
Damas of San Salvador says government 
security forces are implicated in the 
murders, but the fact-finding group said 
no such implication existed, Mr. 
Donovan said. 


Soon after the fact-finding report was 


finished, American military and 
economic aid was resumed. 
“‘We have maintained for many 


months this was the work of five soldiers 
working under orders...of people at th 
top,’’ Mr. Donovan said. 


EARLY IN the investigation then- 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig said 
there had been the suggestion that Miss 
Donovan and the others had tried to runa 
roadblock and in the ensuing ‘‘exchange 
of gunfire’’ were killed by men with a 
‘‘low level of competence and 
motivation.” 


However, the FBI maintains there 
were no bullet holes in the van to suggest 
that the vehicle ran a roadblock and was 
shot at, Mr. Donovan said. 


Haig’s allegation and one by 
Ambassador Jean Kirkpatrick (that the 
nuns were ‘‘political activists’’) were 
“*typical,’’ said the Donovans. Robert 
White, then the U.S. ambassador in El 


Salvador said ‘‘church people’’ like Miss 
Donovan are often identified as 
“‘revolutionaries’’ and their actions are 


“misinterpreted to ‘‘try to find excuses for 


one of the most brutal (government) 
forces in the world.’’ 


THE U.S. government only keeps up 
a “‘pretense’’ that it is interested in 
investigating the case and pressing for the 
trials of the soldiers who have confessed to - 
the slayings, Mr. Donovan added. 


Recently the soldiers’ defense lawyers 
have asked that no trial be held, claiming 
the evidence against the men is flawed. 


“Justice for Jean, Dorothy, Maura and 
Ita is becoming more remote’’ a 
possibility, he said. 

But the Donovans are not without 
hope. They accept’ speaking 
engagements, but do not seek them out. 
About half the requests they receive come 
from Catholic groups. 


THEY HAVE already accepted a full 
schedule of engagements for 1983, Mrs. 
Donovan said. Jean is the reason they are - 
willing to continuously rehash the trauma 
(including watching their daughter being 


dragged from the grave in the film Roses 


in December). ‘‘We owe it to Jean. She’s 
worth it,’’ Mrs. Donovan said. 


Despite the death of his daughter and 
his conviction that the Reagan 
administration doesn’t care about it, Mr. 
Donovan still believes that ours ‘‘is the 
finest government on earth.”’

just some of them were read as part of the 
Vespers service. 


Among the individuals or groups that 
have agreed to pray for RENEW in San 
Diego, said Sister Joan Kobe, D.W., are: 
Pope John Paul II; President and Mrs. 
Ronald Reagan; Rev. Billy Graham; and 
a number of Roman Catholic Religious 
communities in the diocese and 
elsewhere. 


AMONG THE Roman Catholic 
parishes throughout the United States 
that will pray for RENEW here in the San 
Diego. diocese, said Sister Joanne 
Nicgorski, OSF, are congregations in: 
Alaska, Hawaii, Virginia, Wisconsin, 
Texas, Maine and Montana. 

And among the local non-Catholic faith 
communities in San Diego that have 
agreed to pray for Catholics and 
RENEW, said Sister Rose Schmidt,

Homilists for the service were Father

PARISH LITURGY is ‘“‘a most 
important part’? of RENEW, Bishop 
Maher told the Cathedral audience. ‘‘It is 
the means we have of becoming holy. We 
are called to a holiness of life... 
that process of growth we find in 
RENEW.” 

“Christ acts in the symbols of the 
sacramental life of the Church,’’ the 
bishop continued. ‘‘We need to grow in 
‘Him through word and sacrament. Then 
we will be renewed, and then renew the 


face of the earth.”’ 


In addition to Bishops Maher and 
Chavez, the two homilists and Sisters 
Kobe, Nicgorski and Schmidt, others 
taking part in the Vespers service 
included the students of St. Francis 
Seminary; Fathers Peter Escalante and 
Raymond G. O’Donnell, masters of 
ceremony; and Mrs. Jeanne McAlindin 
and Sister Alicia Sarre, RSCJ, the 
lectors. 


MUSIC WAS provided by St. Brigid’s 
parish choir; the Spanish choir from St. 
Francis Church, Vista; and a folk group 
from St. Francis Seminary. William 
Nolan was the cantor, with Jerry Witt as 
organist and choirmaster, assisted by 
Jensine King. 

The order of service, in English and 
Spanish, reflected the heavy Hispanic 
makeup of the diocese, which Bishop 
Maher alluded to during his remarks, and 
a point he said he discussed with Pope 
John Paul II last month during his ad 
limina visit to the Holy See. (A full report 
on the bishop’s visit will appear in next 
week’s Southern Cross.) 


The expectation is that RENEW will 
not only be a great impetus toward unity 
among the people of God in the diocese, 
said Bishop Maher, but that it will also 
bring to completion all that went before 
it, including the diocesan synod. 


CITING POPE Paul VI’s apostolic 
exhortation Evangelii Nuntiandi, the bishop 
said the work of evangelization belongs to 
everyone. ‘‘We are to make visible the 
invisible; we are to proclaim the word of 
God. Let us live in ourselves and let us 
then reach out to others so that they may 
renew themselves in the Lord.”’ 

‘‘We must recognize,’’ the bishop 
concluded, ‘‘that a Christian has no 
option but to evangelize, for truly, that is 
his vocation.” 

A brief receptior in the Cathedral 
auditorium followed the Vespers service.

bones,’’ he noted. RENEW is aimed at 
giving that sefise of belonging. 


Certain liturgical practices can go a 
long way in creating a sense of belonging, 
the liturgist said. Lay ‘‘ministers,’’ such 
as lectors and those who distribute 
communion, should not wear white robes 
unless everyone present does. 


‘‘Ministers are part of the assembly,”’ 
he said. Eucharistic ministers and readers 
should be seated with other parishioners 
during Mass. ‘‘That is your place,’’ he 
said. Those who are married should not 
be separated from their family during 
Mass. 


HOSPITALITY should be a concern 
of the parish. ‘‘Hospitality can work; I 
know it does,’’ he said. At one parish 
where Father Walsh worked he asked a 
few parishioners to come to Mass early, 
introduce themselves to another 
churchgoer, and then guide the 
newcomer to the front of the church. 

A parish that works at the task of 
hospitality for a year ‘‘will experience and 
understand what Mass is_ better 
than...ever,’’ he said. 

Priests and liturgists should make 
Masses inviting. ‘‘People must realize it 
is quite proper that you talk in church. 
That silence is an alienating silence,’’ he 
said. 

THERE IS a time for silence, 


including ‘‘at least 30 seconds’ after each 


reading. During the shared silence the 
musicians and readers should bow their 
heads and not busy themselves with 
anything distracting. 

There is a time for noise, too. The 
alleluia, for instance, ‘‘is not a whimper, 
it’s the sound of trumpets,’’ he said. 


Often the music does not fit the intended -

spirit of a part of the Mass, the priest 
stated. 


Coming to Mass because it is an 
‘‘obligation’’ should be the least of the 
reasons, he said. Catholics should attend 
Mass to hear the Word of the Lord 
proclaimed. 


‘‘THE BIBLE has been given back to 
us. That is one of the great restorations of 
Vatican II,’’ he said. Although many 
look on the Word primarily as written, 
“‘Our task is to release the Word from a 
book and make it live again.”’ 


Since a lector ‘‘proclaims’’ the Word, 
parishioners should listen to it, not follow 
along and read it in a missal. ‘‘It is simply 
unnerving to me on Sunday”’ to hear 
people flip pages as he reads from the 
Gospels, Father Walsh said. 


A lector should hold the book they read 
from to the side and at eye level. Then, 
when he or she looks at the assembly, the 
lector is not playing ‘‘vertical pingrpeng”’ 
— looking up at people and down at the 
Word. 

FATHER WALSH drew laughter as 
he imitated those lectors who read without 
enthusiasm. Then, he read the same text

A study conducted after the findings in Korea led a 
Senate committee to release in 1977 guidelines for healthy 
eating, Dr. Schwartz said. 

The amount of protein Americans eat is fine, although 
changing how we get it is advisable, he said. There are. 
more healthful sources of protein than highly marbled 
meats. 

AMERICAN DIETS included 40.to 45 percent fat, 
the study showed, a figure which should be cut to 30 
percent or less. Fat calories, it was suggested, should be 
replaced by starch and carbohydrates — beans, rice and 
potatoes. : 


The study said sugar and salt intake should be 


diminished and polyunsaturated fats (vegetable oils) - 


would be a good replacement for saturated fat found in 
meat.

‘enjoying the laidback time of your life,’” Dr. Schwartz 
told the priests and housekeepers. 


AEROBIC EXERCISE is any motion that can be 
continued steadily for 30 to 60 minutes four times a week. 
Exercise that requires bursts of activity is not aerobic. 
Swimming, jogging, walking and jumping on a mini- 
trampoline are some examples of aerobics. 

Hypertension is high blood pressure, a-disease that 
accelerates atherosclerosis. It is a symptomless disease, 
Dr. Schwartz said. 

It can be combated by losing weight, limiting salt 
intake, reducing alcohol consumption, exercising and 
taking drugs designed for it. 


“I CAN give you drugs but there is so much you can 
do for yourself,’” Dr. Schwartz said. 

After Dr. Schwartz’ talk, the priests attended a session 
on exercise while the cooks went to Mrs. Weeks’ lecture 
on food purchase and preparation. 

She encouraged the women to shop on the periphery of 
stores, thereby avoiding many of the processed, salty 
foods that tend to be on the aisle shelves. Priests should 
learn to like 100 percent whole wheat bread: ‘‘We 
changed the altars around and use computers now,’’ she 
said, hinting that changing diets shouldn’t be much more 
difficult. 

“FATS ARE bethal: ”” she said, noting that one ounce 
of fat has 270 calories. Non-fat milk is better than whole 
milk, Mrs. Weeks said. Salad dressings, high in fat 
content, can be replaced by Japanese rice wine vinegar. 


‘‘Red meat is where the calories are, plus (it has) no 
fiber,’ she said. Beef, pork, veal and lamb ‘should 


account for just two meals a week, she suggested. Fish and 
chicken are staples of a low-fat diet. ;

saving current of grace, which transforms 
his most profound aspirations. In this 
Christ’s calling is found the first light of 
the good news. Here opens the prospect of 
victory of good over evil, of light over sin. 
It is the prospect that Christ will 
reconfirm until the end with the cross and 
the resurrection.” 

The pope also specifically highlighted a 
major issue of the synod, the sacrament of 
reconciliation, saying that within the 


sacrament lies the power to overcome 


Satan. 


“In the mystery of the reconciliation 
with God, in the sacrament in which this 
reconciliation is completed, man accuses 
himself confessing his sins — and through 
this takes the power away from the 
accuser who day and night accuses each of 
us, and all humanity, before the majesty 
of God three times holy.”’ 

“IN FACT,’’ the pope continued, 
‘‘when man accuses himself before God, 
that confession of guilt, born. of 
repentance, united in the sacrament of 
reconciliation to the blood of the lamb,
